GENERAL REMARKS. 


The past year our schools have been very successful, 
due in a great measure to the co-operation of the par- 
ents, without this aid the teacher will labor in vain, her 
efforts will not meet with success, her school wil be a 
failure. Parents are not always inclined to take this 
view of the matter, but on the contrary, work against 
the interest of the school, unconsciously it may be, for 
instance: if the teacher has faults, whether real or imag- 
inary, will enlarge upon them, condemn the course the 
teacher may take in the presence of their children and 
thus destroy their influence, and make the task of teach- 
ing and governing much more difficult. A few such in- 
stances have come to my observation the past year. They 
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are doing themselves and their children a lasting injury 
by such a course. If the teacher has faults that should 
be reprimanded, cause the matter to be investigated 
through the proper channel, rest assured, affairs will be 
righted, and everything brought about that is condu- 
cive to the best interest of the school, whether teacher 
or scholar should be sacrificed, but under no considera- 
tion take your children out of school, for some imagina- 
ry grievance, and thus deprive them of the advantages 
they might otherwise have. ‘T'hese golden opportunities 
are passing never to return, it becomes us that we make 
a proper use of them. 

Irregular attendance.— This is a subject for which par- 
ents are responsible, they do not consider the wrong they 
are subjecting their children to by this course, the con- 
sequence is if well followed, they fall behind their class- 
mates, become discouraged, and make altogether differ- 
ent scholars from what they otherwise might have been. 
Those who are regular in attendance, advance, while 
those irregular, inattentive and indifferent are left be- 
hind. It rewards the industrious and discourages the idle, 
when pupils are impressed‘with the idea that school du- 
ties are less important than other duties, and only to be 
attended to when there is nothing else todo, their day 
of improvement is passed. If you wish your children 
to become prompt in the affairs of life commence when 
attending school, and train them in those habits which 
will fit them for such a course. 

Reading.—It is a very essential study in school «that 
teachers should have an easy and elegant style of read- 
ing, is very important, and that she exercise that talent 
that her pupils may have a copy to imitate, insist that 
scholars speak distinctly, for if this almost inaudible 
habit is once formed, it is hard to be broken up. 

Mental Arithmetic.—This is a branch of practical 
importance that reasoning powers should be brought 
into action, areason given for every step taken with a 
little ingenuity on the part of teachers, ways can be de- 
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vised to arouse the interest of pupils, and cause them 


to take hold of the study easily, readily and understand- 
ingly. 

The prudential committees have shown good judg- 
ment in the selection of teachers which is apparent from 
the success which all have met with. Only one gradu- 
ate of the State Normal schoo! has been employed dur- 
ing the year, Miss Cheney in No.3. Ido not wish to be 
unjust or uncomplimentary to others, in saying that her 
school took the lead at the examination, that her success 
was complete. All present will bear me witness.
